MANY PARTIES ARE FORMED 


Miss Minerva Moire, a local woman 
and sister of Miss 
Winifred Muire, 
who is at present a missionary in 
China, and Miss F. Grace Jennings, 
who is well known here by 
having 
worked here in missionary societies, 
and who has been 
associated with 
Miss Minerva Muire, were assaulted 
by a negro in Indianapolis and seri­ 
ously bruised. 
Miss Jennings was 
rendered 
unconscious 
while 
Miss 
Muire escaped serious injury. 
Miss 
Muire is a sister also of Harry and 
Nolle Muire of 405 West Third street, 
and of Ed. Muire. 823 West Seventh 
street. 
The incident is described in 
the Indianapolis News as follows: 
Miss F. Grace Jennings and Miss 
Minerva Muir were knocked down and 
robbed in East Twenty-second street 
by a negro purse snatcher. The rob­ 
ber was chased through an alley by 
Everett Gosney, but he escaped with 
a handbag containing a Bible. 
Miss 
Jennings and Miss Muire live at 709 
East Twenty-second street and the 
robbery took place ai 622 East Twen­ 
ty-second street. 
As soon as a report of the purse 
snatching reached police headquar­ 
ters, Captain Coffin in charge of the 
emergency automobile went 
to 
the 
place. 
Miss Jennings was found in 
an unconscious condition, and her 
face was bleeding from a cut which 
a ring on the negro’s hand is believed 
to have inflicted when lie struck her. 
The women were on the way to their 
home, and closely following them was 
the negro, to whom they paid no at­ 
tention. 
Just after passing a dark 
alley between Central and Park aven­ 
ues, the negro suddenly darted for­ 
ward, pushed Miss Muire aside and 
leaped at Miss Jennings. During the 
struggle the two women and the ne­ 
gro fell to the sidewalk. Both women 
stated to arise, and the negro, seeing J 
that Miss Jennings held a handbag, 
struck her several times in the face 
and head and 
knocked her to

ground.

But Mr. Beale did not go hunting 
and “Todam,” the dog is to blame or 
rather the man who keeps the dog, 
because he failed to bring him in from 
the farm. 
Stewart keeps the dog on 
a farm during the time the hunting 
law is out, and the man promised to 
have “Todam” here this morning by 
IO o’clock. But he never showed up 
and the excuse given to 
Mr. Beale 
was that “Todam” Avas out in the 
fields chasing rabbits and could not 
be found. The dog is a valuable one 
and Mr. Beale hopes for his return in 
a few days. 
It is very common for a bird dog to 
be stolen at this time of the year and 
several eases have been reported in 
surrounding cities and counties. 


Trouble is promising to pile up 
for some one iii connection ivith the 
sensational arrest of Mrs. Charity 
Miller, aged fifty years, last Monday 
evening at her home in Fountaintown, 
and it appears that the major portion 
of the load of blame will fall on the 
shoulders of Henry B. Cole of Mor­ 
ristown, a justice of the peace, from 
whose court the warrant was issued 
for the arrest of the woman, and on 
whose orders Mrs. Miller is now be­ 
ing deprived of her liberty by incar­ 
ceration in the Shelby 
county jail, 
says the Shelbyville Democrat. 
She 
has been held in the jail on Justice 
Cole’s orders since the midnight hour 
Monday night. 
Acting for Mrs. Miller lawyers filed 
a petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
before Judge Blair in circuit court, 
the action being 
directed 
against 
James M. Moore, as sheriff of Shelby 
county, and the court immediately or­ 
dered the writ issued and served on 
the sheriff, commanding him to have 
Mrs. Miller before the court Friday 
to the end that it may be determined 
whether the sheriff has the right to 
hold lier a prisoner. 
The petition for the writ charges 
that Mrs. Miller is illegally held, and 
deprived of her liberty on an illegal 
and void mittimus issued by Justice 
Cole. It appears that Mrs. Miller will 
easily win out in her contention as 
the mittimus on which she was given 
into the custody of me sheriff reads 
in substance that she is to he Ii eld in 
jail for a period of two hundred days 
on account of having been fined $200 
in a surety of the peace proceedings 
brought against her by lier husband, 
Albert Miller. 
Tf Justice Cole really 
means what he says in the mittimus 
he has far exceeded Ills authority as 
a justice of the peace as he could not 
legally fine any man or woman to ex­ 
ceed $25 on any charge that might 
be preferred in his court. 
In surety of the peace proceedings 
it is customary for the justice either 
to discharge the accused or to put 
him under bond to hold him until the 
matter can be finally heard in a high­ 
er court for the purpose of seeing 
whether the bond should be made 
permanent or the accused released. 
It is highly probable that Air. Cole 
meant to follow this line of procedure 
and that the $200 mentioned is in­ 
tended as the amount of the bond tile 
woman should give in order to await 
a hearing, but the mittimus refers to 
the amount as a fine and not as a 
bond. 
At the time Mrs. AI iller was 
sent to the jail in Shelbyville it was 
announced that she had been unable 
to give the bond required in the case. 
She was arrested because she had 
threatened to kill her husband, her 
children and some of her husband’s 
relatives. It is said mat in the final 
airing of the trouble that it will be 
shown that Mrs. Miller was 
very 


roughly handled by her relatives and 
by Constable John Flint who was sent 
out from Morristown to make the a r­ 
rest. It was reported at the time of 
the arrest that the woman was car­ 
ried coatless and shoeless from her 
home to the traction station.

lie received a silver medal on fruit 
display and a bronze medal and di­ 
ploma on photo views of his farm and 
orchard. At that time he displayed 
one barrel of apples and thirty-three 
views. 
Each apple was selected and 
wrapped for shipment. 
There were 120 medal winners at 
the St. Louis

set it aside before the jury leaves the 
room.

Beautiful Memorial Building Enshrin­ 
ing Cabin in Which Abraham Lincoln 


Was 
Born 
Was 
Formally 
Trans­ 


ferred by Lincoln Farm Association 
to Federal Government in the Pres­ 


ence of a Distinguished Gathering. 


Hodgensville, Ky., Nov. IO.—Presi­ 
dent Taft Thursday, beside the crude, 
unlighted, mud-calked cabin that was 
the birthplace of Abraham Lincoln, 
paid homage to the great soul of his 
predecessor. 
The Lincoln memorial 
building in which the cabin has been 
enshrined and the Lincoln farm were 
transferred by the Lincoln Farm asso­ 
ciation to the guardianship of the fed­ 
eral government and the president for­ 
mally accepted the trust. The memo­ 
rial building, the cornerstone for which 
was laid two years ago at the centen­ 
ary celebration of the great emancipa­ 
tor’s birth, was dedicated. 
The president came out from Louis­ 
ville by special train to this town, 
which is some three miles south of the 
Lincoln farm. 
A hilly, ill-kept road 
winds over the hills to the farm, and 
the president was driven the distance 
in a carriage especially imported from 
louisville for the occasion. 
A part of 
his party and the host of visitors fol­ 
lowed in line, sitting on planks or 
cane chairs set in farm wagons, or if 
lucky, in phaetons, mule drawn. 
The memorial building is atop a hill, 
a 
straight 
lined, 
granite 
structure 
strikingly 
isolated. 
The 
president 
went there first and entered to visit 
the cabin within. 
He stooped, as 
Thomas Lincoln must have done, to 
pass through the little doorway, and 
walked 
about 
the 
dingy 
interior, 
which more accurately than the idea 
of the manger, accentuated the humble 
state and primevality of its occupants. 
The cabin bas one room, a small 
loft, an outside chimney and a huge 
fireplace. 
There is now one little 
window near the door, but that was 
sawed in since Lincoln’s birth. 
Ex­ 
cept through the open door or from 
the fire there was no light accessible 
when Thomas Lincoln brought Nancy 
Hanks to live there with him. In the 
center of the cabin stands a post. 
It 
was placed there to mark the site of 
the cabin by a man named Davenport, 
a neighbor of Lincoln’s, who after Lin­ 
coln moved away carted the cabin to 
his farm for a dairy house. 
At the foot of the hill where the 
cabin stands and north from it is the 
spring which prompted Thomas Lin­ 
coln to choose that site for his home 
when he brought Nancy Hanks to the 
frontier. 
Broad granite stairs are 
built now where the path to the spring 
then lay. 
Troops flanked the stairs, 
standing at attention as President Taft 
walked from the door down to the 
speakers’ stand near the spring. With 
him were Governors Willson of Ken­ 
tucky and Folk of Missouri, who is 
president of the Lincoln Farm associa­ 
tion ; Senator Borah of Idaho, and Sen­ 
ator Bradley of Kentucky. 
The audience massed up the hillside 
to the building. A fine rain began just 
as the president entered the speakers’ 
stand, but it did not cause the crowd 
to disperse. 
They stood bareheaded 
in the rain while Rabbi H. C. Enlow 
of Louisville pronounced the Invoca­ 
tion. 
The benediction wras spoken by 
Bishop Byrne of the Roman Catholic 
diocese of Nashville, Tenn. Following 
the president’s address Governors Folk 
and Willson and Mr. Borah spoke. 
General Black of the civil service, com­ 
mission spoke as a Union soldier and 
General Castleman as a Confederate. 
There were a great many blue and 
gray veteran uniforms apd hats in the 
crow d. From the surrounding country 
also a good representation of old ne­ 
groes had tram ped in.

Pekin, Nov. TO.—The most im port­ 
ant feature of the present uprising in 
China is tho continued spread of the 
rebellion, without apparent combina­ 
tion. 
The quietude is unbroken here, but 
he anxiety is not relieved and if pos­ 
sible has been increased. 
The unveri­ 
fiable reports th at the I.anchow army 
and other imperial troops have revolt­ 
ed and that troops are advancing upon 
lie caid tai will not down. 
The return 
of 1,500 Manchu troops, who departed 
from the ranks after the m urder of 
General Wu, and the arrival of 2,300 
other men has strengthened the Man­ 
chu force, upon whose attitude the 
peace of the capital is said to depend. 
It is generally believed that the 
coiuT intends to appeal to the troops 
to not resist the rebels if they arrive, 
but rather to negotiate wdth them, but 
the Manchu soldiery have their own 
anti-Chinese feeling, and it is feared 
they will fight. There are rumors that 
General Chang Sbao Tseng, the com­ 
m ander of the Lanchow army, is com­ 
ing here with a brigade and that if he 
and the other northern generals be 
assured control of the general staff the 
war m inistry may save the dynasty, 
for China, to tile northward of the 
Yangtsekiang, is mainly noir-Republi- 
can and ready to support the throne. 
Yuan Sliih Kai is still absent from 
the capital. 
He has telegraphed that 
he is ready to come, but has not s ta rt­ 
ed. 
Perhaps it is impossible for him 
to get here, as the Hankow railroad is 
not in ope ration. 
At the legations everything possible 
is being done in preparation for an out­ 
break. 
All foreign women and chil­ 
dren are now in the legation quarter 
and the men have been notified to 
stand in readiness for immediate re­ 
sponse to a call to concentrate. 
Great fear possesses the bulk of the 
populace and, many streets are almost 
deserted and shops are closed. 
.Gruesome stories are being told of 
the m assacre of the Manchus at Tai- 
yuaninu, stories that m ake one trem ­ 
ble in fear of reprisals. 
It is stated th at the dowager em­ 
press has handed over 3,000,000 taels 
to the ministry of finance for extra­ 
ordinary expenditure. 
It, is asserted and denied wdth equal 
authority that the dowager has fled 
with the child emperor.
